THE BEGGAR GIRL.

T was born in Rheuish, Bavaria, My | 
father’ was a baron, but as is so common in 
‘Germany he had no estate. His most 
youthful dreams were at a close when he 
Mfell in love’ with a beautiful girl, daughter 
of a wealthy merchant. is farnily, proud’) 
rof their rank, and scoriing any one who 
followed any trade, refused’ to give theif 
consent to the union, and upon my fither's 
refusing to give up the girl and persisting 
in marrying her, hé was disowned and dis- 
inherited. In spite of/all this the mia 
age wis a happy one, and I was the first 
and “ouly child. A very cheerful life my 
lmother, who was'mild and gentle, led, for 
twelve years. It was n sudden, awful stroke 
for my poor mother, but she bore up brave- 
‘ly, aud consecrated ‘thé remainder of hier 
life'to me, to my education. My niother 
sought to improve and draw ont my char- 
acter, and under her kind, earnest teachiug, 
I learned considerable Greek and Latin. 
Proud of such early” progress, she was 
filled with hopes for the future, and, although 
@ sepiration was painful, resolved to send 
me to the university at Heidleberg. Twas 
given the choice of my future career, and 
I was obliged to make a selection; for the 
prodigalities of my father had considerably 
lessened my inother's property. My claim 
to’ the ‘title of gentler would perhaps 
havé led me into military life; but the 
tears of my mother won me from that idea, 
$0 that I hesitated some time between the 
professions of lawyer ‘and physician. “I 
decided upon the latter, 

I remained five years at Meidelberg, 
studying ‘some, amusing mysélf more. 
Every year I passed the two months vaca- 
tidn with my mother, and T mast say those 
days were my happiest. In the August of 
thy fifteenth year, I went through a suc- 
cessful examination. What a triumph for 
iny mother! We returned joyfully to our 
little village, to the beloved homestead. 
One morning my mother, in spite of ny 
entreaties and refusals, gave me_ all the 
deeds ‘of lier property.

T made official visits to all the authorities 
of the village, had my name and tide of 
doctor engraved on a brass plate and 
kerewed to the door; and waited courage- 
‘onfly for patients.

The most 
active precautions have been taken by the 
Nicaragua Government to make a strong 
and energetic war against Costa Rica, The 
Government of Costa Rica have manifested 
a desire to arrange matters with Nicaragua 
as soon as a constitutional government is 
established. 

From Costa Rica we learn that the gov- 
ernment had sent a force of 400 men

rupt tages against the rights, laws and lib- 
orties of our fore-fathors, If our real ono- 
mies, the mobocrats, editors, priests, and 
politicians, at whose instigation the present 
storm had been gathered, had como against 
us, instead of you and your command, I 
would not have addressed them thus.
